them in no Condition to take the Field 


now; nay, hardly to take the Field at 
all. 


This is a full Teftimony of what has been 
the Subje& of my Obfervation for feveral 
Years paft, viz. That notwithftanding our 
great Viétories, notwithftanding the Pro- 
grefs of the Confederate Arms, which at 
the fame time we muft allow to be prodi- 
gious; yet while the Money held out, the 
War would hold out; the longeft Pate 
not the longef Sword, muft decide this 
Controverfie. 

We have been viG&orious almoft every 
Campaign, and upon every Occafion this 
War, Spain excepted; we have pufh’d the 
French into, and out of every thing we 
have attempted in Italy, they have been 
chas’d from Province to Principality, from 


Dutchy to Dutcby, cill they have been 
beaten

beaten out of Mantua, Millain, Parma, Pie-+ 
mont, and Savoy, and having at laft aban- 
don’d all Italy, are now glad todefend, and 
with Difficulty enough, their ownFroatiers : 
Inthe Low Countries, they have by hard 
Blows been box’d out of Guelderland, bul- 
lied out of Liege, frighted out of Limburgb, 
driven out of Brabant, and with Blood 
enough on both fides we are ftruggling with 
them for Flanders— In the middle of thefe 
Hurries we found the Bavarian defert the 
Confederates, and revolting to France, 
gave a Wound to our Affairs, that re- 
quir’d an immediate Application, He hed 
made himfelf too ftrong for the Circles of 
Suabia and Franconia, and pofhing heartily 
ac the Empiré, he endeavour’d to opena 
Door for the French out of Jtaly into Gers 
many, bat receiving an Affront in the 
Mountains of Tirol, the Duke of Vendofme 
could penetrate no higher than Trent, which 
loft them a Campaign, and fav’d the Em- 
peror. To remedy this, the French open the 
Paflages of tne black Foreft, and reach the 
Banks of thé Daxube, Ulm and Memighen 
being fecur’d, before the Bavarian advances 
toPafJzs, and had he had another Campaign, 
had been at the Gates of Vienna, and been 
joyn’d with sc000 Hungarians. At the 
{ame time .the Imperialiits receive feve- 
ral Affronts, Count Stirum beaten near 
Nordlingben, Prince Lewis near the For- 
reft-Towns, and all the Conquefts of the 
Confederacy are in a fair way to be unra- 
vell’ds when the Englifh and Dutch, up- 
on whofe Shoulders the whole Weight of 
this War has lain, find it abfolutely necef- 
Yiry to. leave their old Seat of War, the 
Netbertands, and with a powerful Army, 
being, when join’d With Prince ‘Lewis and 
Prince ‘Eugene, above 80000 Men. 

This ftupendous March of the Duke, 
whith at firft his Enemies fuggefted ill from, 
and not only accus’d him of to his Difho- 
nour, but threatned-even hisLife for, prov’d 
the moft Glorious to.che Confederacy, of 
afl chat has bech attempted this War. Here 
‘the French and Bavarian with their united 
Forces receive a total Overthrow, with fuch 
Lofsand fuchan entire Detrugtion of the 
Flower of the Fremh Army, as France ne- 
ver felt before—— Ta one Campaign they 
ravage Bavaria, poffcls the Capital, re- 


Strengths that 
fortify’d, unravel all the Projets of Fr. 
and appear under the Walls of Landay. 

In all this, France fupported her fe 
with an intrepid Courage; with incredi 
Celerity, fhe recruited ber Armies, ftored — 
het Magazines; and tho’ in acother Year — 
fhe loft the Battle of Turin, the Battle of — 
Ramellies, aid the Siege of Barcelona, three 
Shocks the Roman Empire in its greateft 
Splendor could not have fupporred ir felf — 
under; yet inher Turn fhe appear’d again 
in Arms, gave us an entice Overthrow at 
Almanza, and baulk’¢d the Duke of Savoy — 
and Prince Eugene, or i may fay, beatthem 
off trom the Siege of Thoulon. ied 

This laft Campaign, which wetallGlori- 
ows, we gave them a Bruth, and topk Life; _ 
that was all we can fay we got er them, 
for Ghent and Bruges they furpriz’d in the 
Beginning of the Campaign And | 
had the Duke of Vendo/me had the Policy to 
have gone and encamp’d under the Cannon 
of Ghent, oron the Canal, as he did after- 
wards, and not have hazarded the Neceffli- 
ty of being puth’d to a Battle at Oudenard, 
he had fool’d usall that Campaign, his Ar- 
my being numerous and in Heart. 
~ And why fhould Life difpirit Frixce, and 
put all their Kingdom in a Fright? Why 
muft we have a Peace by takiag that one 
City? Lifle isnot the Key of France, aay 
more than Landau wasbefore; they have 
yet a Wall of Brafsabouc their Froatise, 
Douay, Arras, Valenciennes, Ypres, St. Cmer, 
Mount-Cafel, znd Dunkirk, 2ll on that fide 
proteét them under the Cannon of their 
Fortreffes, and with their ufual Dexterity 
of Condu& they may yet difpute by Inches, 
and hold out 2 or 3 Years more. 

Their Forces are numerous 3 they have, 
inftead of recruiting their Army in Flane 
ders, fent away their thatter’d Regiments 
toother Parts, and brought their whole 
Troops from Alface, from the Moelle, from 
Dauphine, and trom all Parts ; and drafted 
their other Regiments to fill up with, and 
now they are bringing 20000 Menout of 
Spain; fothat ’tis plain they will want ro 
Men, nay they will be more numerous 
thanevers; why fhould we then thiuk we 
have beaten them to our own Terms ? 
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‘The Reafons are plain, the Sinews are 
cut, and the Body becomes a Lump; ‘the 
Members can no more a&, than the. Mem- 


bers of a Paralytic Body.;: their Troops 


mutiny in Garrifon, and are fain to fight all 
the Winter with Butchers acd Bakers, their 
Officers have no Money, their @oldiers no 


- Clothes, their Stores no Sread, their Dra-

goons and Troopers no Horfes. In fhort, 
France is fuck with a dead Pallies as°to 


their Cath, the Circulation flops, Credit- 


foffers morta) Convulfions, and their Fin- 
nances 2ppear in the utmoft Diforder. 
The Confequ.uces of this ere natural; 
the whole Locomotive Faculty of rheir 
Politicks is ftop’d, their Troops are Land- 
lock’d in their Quarters, their Ships ia their 


Ports, their Offic-rs cannot furnith their 


Equipeges, their Recruits cannot be fup- 


“ply’d, their Generals are unfix’d, their 


Councils confus’d, and all their Affairs in 
Diforder. 

And all this is for Want of Money ——— 
This Money is the Vitals of the War; the 
longeft Purfe is the Conqueror, all the for- 
midable Forces of France will be of noUle 
to them, if their more formidable Treafure 
is exhaufted ; without this theirSwords will 
not raw, their Mufquets will not fhoot, 
their Powder will not fire——~ Gentlemen 
of Scotlana, you have no more need to fear 
Invafiouas-——The Pretender may lay afide 
his Hepes, and his Highland Friends their 
Sxpe tations, and thofe that hive banter’d 
you with being unprepar’d for a fecond 
Storm, may blufh ; the French have no Mc- 
ney, and without this their Ships cannot 
fail, nor their Troops embark—O Money, 
Money ! how doft thou governall the great 
A@ions of thesWorld? [ofpire Armies with 
Courage, Generals with Conduét, Mini- 
fters with Management, and Princes with 
P:-liticks ! 

Without this Vehicle, how awkwaraly 
do we aét, how heavily do we move, and 
how ill does this naufecus Draught of Life 
go down? Money makes Cowards conquer, 
and Heroes fink — What made the beft De- 
figns, under the greateft Mafter of Defign 
K. Wiliam, abortive and imperfe& ? What 
made him a Prey to French Power? Upoa 
the Square they could never beat him, in 
the Meafures he concerted, the beft of our 


Men of Condu& cannot find a Miftake’; bis 
Judgment in contriving, or his Bravg- 
fy. in attempting,” even his Enemies 
would acknowledge. But with deficient 
Funds, late Supplies, Shadows for Sub- 
ftance, and Votes for Cath; -with thefe 
what Mortal Power -cculd ftruggle! — 
All your French Policy yields to it, all your 
French Grandeur finks under it 3 the Glory 
of Lous le Grand fades, and the FrenchLilies 
die for Want of this Moifture at the Root. 
Now he muft diigorge all his Conquefts, 
be firip’d of all his borrow’d Plumes, re- 
ftore his ravifh’d Glory, and all for Want 
of Money. 

_ I might turn the Application ofthis, and 
very jufily, toa certainPoint fomePeople do 
not love to hear of, and which they would 
fain call Flattery but my Talent at Pa- 
negyrick is too mean to attempt it—As to 
Flattery, none but Fools love it, none bul 
Knavesacceptit, none but both ufe its 
but Juftice ought to be done at all times, 
and no Man fhould be afham’d to fpeak 
what is true. 

Why has Britain made a greater Figure 
in this War, than in the laft ? ———How has 
Britain been the Life and Soul of the Con- 
federacy ? How have our Allies been better 
fupported, our: Subfidies better anfwer’d, 
and new Vigour put into our Confederates? 
How have the Portuguefe been better ty’d 
down to their Agrcements, the Duke of 
Savoy better encourag’d to be faithful, the 
hired Troops been kept full, and better 
recruited, than in the Jaft War ? 
Tt is not that our Men fight better, or the 

enerals Jead better; not the Duke of 
Marltorough himfelf, tho’ his A@ions are 
above the Reach of Praife, Commands, or 
Concerts better thin his late: Glorious 
Mafter. It.is not that our Regiments be- 
have better than under the King, Landen 
was as well fought as Hockied; and Flerus, 
as Ramellies ; and Namure.wasas vigoroully 
attack’d, and as defperately defended as 
Lijle, and the like; but we have been fup- 
ply’d, and they were ftacv’l3 our Funds 
flow and cverflow, the King’s came halting 
and faint. Infhort, your Treafurer has 
been yoir General of Generals ; without 
his exquifite Man3gement of the Cafh, the 
D. of Marlborough muft have been me 

an

ferved the Health and Conftjtution of the 
‘whole Body, he has: open’d every Obfira- 
“ion, and kept the Blood of Aédtion in a 
free Circulation. The Generals have mann’d 
the Ship, and manag’d the Voyage of the 
"War, but the Treafurér‘has been the Pilot 
‘to 
fill’d the Sails: To him we owe early Pre- 
‘parations, (ufficient Supplies, well-furnith’d 
“Magazines, current Payment of Troops 5 
‘and in fhort his Management of theNations 
Treafury has been the Vi@ory we are now 
rejoycing in. _
